with MAST in the peddling of the fabric ati one* 

2. MAST's reports pertain to KPOe activities and he specializes in the 
invent ng of imaginary KPOe organizations which are introduced in the colorful 
fabricator -Jargon as TOollkoramandoa", "Parteischutz", "Terror Organ! sationen", 
etc. MAST generally refrains fr era naming anyone connected with these 
organizations, but limits himself to nebulous references which cannot be 
verified. Two reairoad employees repeatedly named by M'.ST as leaders of a 
sabotage group were subsequently investigated by the police, but no 
information substantiating MAST's allegations has come to light. 

3* The MAST fabrications follow the pattern of the reports produced by the 
legendary Spindler, formerly CL -L3 subsource liO, unasradch as a great 
deal of Irrelevant detail and place names are used to lend an air of 
authenticity to the fabrications*

SI attention to MAST fabrications at the next meeting which will probably 
result in Baron MAST being deprived of at least one outlet for his fabrications, 
namely the Austrian Police. Since there is all reason to believe that MAST* a 
reports chanelled to Zipper are of the s oae quality the matter will also be 
brought to the attention ef POB and -13 the local Zipper 

representative. 

B* *our reports from MAST, whic.i the Austrian Police disseminated to Green- 
grocer 1 are attached. In view of their obviously fabricated contents 
they we»e not processed as information reports in the field. In view of the 
reportedly many connections of MAST, the same material, possibly slightly 
paraphrased, may reach Headquarters through different channels. 
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
